.. General BBBembly pay-roll -loading and 
waste of time'will. receive emphatic^ atten- 
tion in tho; report of the'Legisldtivc Voters 
League" on this winter's work at Springfield 
Much of the material for- that portion' of 
the report lias been collected already, veri- 
fied from tho official recorda and -put ' into 
form for incorporation in -tho full report, 
which will bo published;; soon after 'the 
legislature ndjouma and used, in future 
campaigns. ' - 

.-The following, froui the matter already 
prepared, is printed with" the consent of 
George E. Cole, president,. and HoytKing, 
eecrofary, of the league: 

"The fort j*- third general assembly, since 
organizing Jan; .T/Jbiie p'aid;83,0i0 "to em- 
ployes - of the house nnd senate. There are 
834 persons on the payroll. .Of those ! 140 
are appointees of the |' senate; ; ninety-einht 
of the house nnd ninety-six of the secretaryi 
of state.. . Those of tho BCcretnry, according 
to that olUcial, are nppointed at the dicta- 
tion of members, ■ 
- .' 'MoBt of IhV pay . roll was m ado up some- 
thing oyer a week .ogo,* and .everyone on. 
the house and senate pay roll, whether ; or 
not lie ever saw Springfield, wbb, on the 
certificate of the presiding officers*,' allowed 
forty doss' pay. This covers the time, 
Sundays included, eluce- Jan, 7, and up to 
Feb. 10. 

■■ "During that period the house and senate 
went through the formality of meeting and 
adjourning on seventeen days, often merely 
£0 comply with tho constitution, which pro- 
hibits either house from adjourning with : . 
out the consent of the other for more than 
two" day's. This ^limited, time spent in 
legislative session has cost the taxpayers 
8S2525,.perday for forty days for payroll 
atone'' This lar'go pay roll is created in 
spifarof a statute . limiting the appointive 
pbaitions to" peventylfirce and'the total per 
day .to 8218.50." 

- "The .statutory posUmnB for-'tlie . houee 
include a chief clerk, doorkeepery post mas- 
ter/ enrolling and •'; engrossing .< clerk and 
thcir.-assiatan te and .a^ priy'ata:^ccretary _ to, 
tho- speakc-rj for the Wnnted ' a- aecretnry, 
sergeant- at-armvpostni aster, : enrolling and, 
engrossing clerk and their assistants, and a 
private -(secretary to. tho president of the 
senate. - In addition tho two houses are 
allowed ■ in all twenty-three * ' committee 
elcrkfr "seven ■policemen, and seventeen 
pages, 

"The existing pay roll in the auditor's 
office contains' the names nf- thirty-eight 
coramitlee clerks, seventy policemen (twen- 
ty.of these wero"appointed- by the Seprc- 
tary of Stnto)"nnd twenty-eigbt pages- Tho 
remainder of the pay roll above the statu- 
tory limit, ia made up of mail carriers, 
stenographers, typewriters, . private secre- 
tarted, messengers," ventilators nnd assist- 
ants, librarians, proofreadera, a bill custo- 
dian and clerks with every "conceivable 
title. In addition ninety-three alleged 
janitors draw pay from this roll, thirty 
two of thcac being appointed by the Sec- 
retary of State, although the regular force 
of eighteen employed by tho secretary - is, 
accord ing' to that oflicinl'a free admission, 
sufficient to care for tho whole Btntehouse, 

"The abuse of tho pay roll has steadily' 
grown"Binco 1869. At that time tho average 
daily' expense was 8839,84;. In 1901 it had 
grown to 8802:22 per.iday.'.:, In 18S9 the 
senate pay rbllwas 317,938:50 for 140 days. 
In 1001 It had reached^ 840,834" for 110 
days. In other words,- tlie senate's pay 
roll expense hns grown' from 8128.13 n day 
to 8352.01 a day.- _ In exceeds that of the 
house, although'tho house has three times 
the nicmher ship, 

Tho average oh the pay roll lost session 
was 337 n9'auainst.834 this" year, but tho 
number will bo' increased, if ncccasnry, to 
cat up the appropriations within the ecu- 
eioii. The method of distribution in to al- 
low each ionntor and onch ' representative, 
in good b landing not a fixed number. of np : 
point nee, but a fixed amount of patronage 
in dollars.! And if allotted sny 812 worth 
of patronage^ a day ho" iniiy put on the 
names of six janitors at 32 per day or four 
policemen at $3pkr day or ninkc any other 
combination. Ei-huy pursue tho. method 
of tho defunctr^outhv-'l'dwa^Goyerninent 
and divide it up into Btf"many weelfs apiece 
to hisbenchmnn,' and mhka'it go round, 
No check is kept on the namc3 except to re- 
quire identification nt the auditors office 
when the warrant is called for, if 884 wore 
required to bo on duty in the Uousa and 
senate chambers tho crowd would so ob- 
struct business that their presence would 
bo intolerable, 

! .The waste of funds on pay roll tho last 
session was fully 375,000, At the statutory 
riilo the ipntirdpap roll for 110 days would 
have boon a little more, than 825,000. 
During that soaaion the' houBo met on 
seventy-eight duyB and spent a total of 315 
hours in deliberation, Many sessions were 
of but a few minutes duration.- If contin- 
uous daily sessions of four hours each had 
been held but thirtv-oightdnys weald hnvo 
been consumed andthe statutory expense 
for .employees would . bavo been' 88,303. 
There is no reasonable; ground for a longer 
session than sixty days. Twenty-one state 
constitutions limit. their- sessions to sixty

The moat complicated situation since the 
filibuster on the Lodge bill now exists in 
the Senate and threaten 3 the defeat, of. the 
Panama and Cuban treaties -and even an 
extra eeaaion of Congress.. Senator Mor-_ 
gau , who is wedded to the idea of con- 
structing the Isthmian canal by the".- Nicn- 
raguari route,' is determined to-defeat the 
Columbian treaty .and is filibustering to 
that 'end. He |has already made a phe- 
nomenal record, having 'used more than 
200,000 words in his argument against thB 
convention, without showing signs of fa- 
tigue. Senator Quay, exasperated .bj his 
failure to secure a date far the vote on his 
Statehood bill, has joined forces with Mr. 
Morgan, and other disgruntled Senators 
are contributing more or less to the fili- 
buster. The situation is Btill further em- 
phasized by the unequivocal announcement 
of the President that in the case that either 
of the treaties mentioned fails of ratifica- 
tion he will call the Senate in an extra ses- 
sion. Unless a solution of the present dif- 
ficulty is arrived at, at rin early date an 
extra session of Congress will be necessi- 
tated. ,'. 
-. In view of the facts above stated, numer- 
ous conferences have been held nnd at this 
writing the republican leaders are hopeful

President, whose capacity for details 
seems to bo unlimited, brought .to; the nt- 
tentiori of his Cabinet, nt its last meeting. 
the delay 1 which has attended the construc- 
tion of naval vessles already authorized 
nnd the deterioration in tho target prac- 
tice records recently returned to the Navy 
Department. Mr. Roosovetl is-an ■ urgent 
advocate of a largo navy and is in entire 
eyuipnthy.with'the movement to establish 
a eystnuiatic progam for its increase. 
With regard to the delay in tho.consruc- 
tion he ascertained it was chiefly duo. to 
tho strike of the employees of tho Steel 
Trust and to strikcB in tho ship yards of 
constructors but his insistent questioning 
revealed tho fact thnt the Navy Depart- 
ment was also partially to blame because 
oE the lack of uniformity in its designs for 
vessel fittings.

Every room wns crowded 
and Bovcral were , occupying cots la ths 
hallways when the alarm of Are waa 
sounded, and tha first Impulse of all of 
tho occupants of the building was to 
mako a tush for the windows. 

Forced forward by the dense columns 
of smoke that flooded tho halls anu apart- 
ments of the hotel, tho guests climbed 
out oa tho window sills nnd seeing no 
other moans of escape plunged two and 
three" stories to the pavement below. 

Bcvcral of .tho guests who could haro 
boon taken down la safety- by tho fire- 
men and ' police sprang from windows, 
sustaining revere Injuries. 

Tho'cmployes of the hotel, "who were 
aroused at the first alarm of Are, per- 
formed many deeds of heroism. Womco 
and children wero carried through "the 
■mokc-flllcd corridors by the' attaches of 
tho hotel to -safety. Pollcemou and fire- 
men rushed Into- the burning structure 
and found a dozen or mare persons who 
had been overcome by the smoke. Sev- 
eral were rescued in no unconscious con- 
dition, badly burned.

The Eastern States got what seemed 
mors than their shnra of the storm . In 
'central New York fifteen Inches of snow 
fell. Galea ewept tho coast and endan- 
gered Ehlpplnc, and fewer vessels ventur- 
ed out on account of storm warnings. 
Pittsburg was in danger of a flood, and 
'municipal election day In the State of 
.Pennsylvania saw only a fraction of Tot- 
em willing to go to the polls. 

Tho cold was general. Bast and west 
from Chicago tho country was frozen In 
Its clutch. Near Cbadron, Neb., six 
trains wero burled In: snow drifts, tbo 
Imprisoned passengers Including a regi- 
ment of United States cavalry. . In Wy- 
oming the worst blockade of tha winter 
waa reported, while Kansas has been en- 
during perhaps the lowest temperature 
la Its history. Ohio reports bitter weath- 
er and a serious shortage hi natural gas, 
which Is adding greatly to the suffering. 
In Bpringflcld, Ohio, tbo street gas jets 
were extinguished to eke out the scanty 
supply of artificial gas with which tb< 
citizens wero trying to keep, from freez- 
ing. It Ib estimated that 10,000 persons 
who depend an natural gas have Buffered, 
and many remained lu bed all day In 
their efforts to keep warm. 

^ Willi a temperature which sank to 10 
degrees below icro nt 7 a. m, Tuesdsy 
was the coldest day la Chicago slnci 
Feb. 0, 1800, when the thermometer reg- 
istered 21 degrees below. Most of thi 
mail trains entering Chicago were late. 
soma of them being Ave hours behind 
time. 

Tho whole State of Wyoming tins been 
In tho grasp of the fiercest blizzard of 
tho winter, and the railways ore badly, 
crippled. Cuts have fllicd with snow, 
and It may take days to clear them out 
A pastenger train, two snow plows, and 
a freight train wero snowbound forty 
miles north of Cheyenne, on tbo Colorado 
and Southern, seven passenger trains 
were tied up at Laramlo and points west 
on the Union rnelflc owing to a blockade 
near Medicine Bow. Two pnBscnger 
trains and several freights wero snow- 
bound six miles south of Cheyenne- on the 
Denver Pacific. In most cases tho din- 
ing cars kept the Imprisoned passengers 
supplied with food. Where there ' , wore 
no diners tho railroad . companies have 
sent provisions. Itcports of stock losses 
aro beginning to come In from tha ran go, 
but the losses will not bo as heavy as 
anticipated. 

Many cities In Ohio, among them 
Springfield, Dayton, Urbann, Sidney, 
Plana and Troy, have been without nat- 
ural gas, It la estimated that 10,000 per* 
sons dependent upon this fuel for heat 
have suffered severely. The gas In scores 
of homes puffed out, owing to tho low 
pressure, and many families bad narrow 
escapes from asphyxiation. Valves had 
been left open and the natural gas, when 
It returned, escaped Into the homes. 

The cold wave which has swept over 
southern California during tho last four 
or five days, bringing snow and frost, 
Is broken and orchardlats aro giving their 
attention to tho work of determining ths 
damage. It has been ascertained that 
lemons suffered most. Io certain locali- 
ties' the entire lemon crop for tho sum- 
mer was killed and in nearly all sections 
of California there was more or less 
damage. It Is conservatively estimated 
that the loss will be between 10 and 20 
per cent of the entlre'crop. *

Accident Takes Pi ace 1 h Ch a wan R Ive r, 
North Carolina, 

A cyclone struck the passenger steam- 
er Olive nnd sent It to the bottom of 
Chowan river, In North Carolina, drown- 
ing eighteen perrons. Tho Olive Is a 
river steamer plying between Franklin, 
Vn., and Edenton, N. 0, '.The accident 
took place off Woodlcy's wharf, between 
Mount Pleasant and Oliver's wh?. rf -. 

Witbotit any warning ■ farloui blast 
of wind struck the shallow craft, carean- 
mg it until ths water rushed over ths 
side. It righted, but sank Immediately, 
and the passengers on tho lower deck sad 
In tho cabin had no obnrico'to seek safety 
In any direction. Nearly every ono was 
In the cabin on account of the throatcn* 
Ing storm. 

Only ths pilot bouse stood, above 'ths 
water when tho steamer settled to the 
bottom. In It were Copt. George H< 
Withy and fivo others, the only ones 
saved, ilnrty the next morning the river 
steamer Pcttlt came In sight and rescued 
the almost frozen survivors. Eight mem- 
bers of tho crow who embarked 'in' life- 
boats to go to ■ passing craft were pick- 
ed up after rowing four hours,

CRIME. INCREASES IN GERMANY. 



Are 



Statistics Recently Published 
Somewhat Disquieting, 
The newly published criminal statis- 
tics of tho German empire are not 
pleasant" reading. All along the Hue 
they show an increnso in crime over 
the provious year, which cannot alto- 
gether be accounted for by the natural 
Increase of population. The totnl^num- 
bcr of convictions reached 407,300, or 
27,500 more than Inst year. In the 
categories of ordinary, theft and rob- 
bery with violence the Incrcnse Is very 
marked, probably owing to the want 
caused by general trade depression. A 
remarkable Increase Is also observable 
In offenseB against officials and against 
public orders. Probably the largest In- 
crease of all Is fount". In crimes whore 
bodily Injury la Inflicted. This last 
category has risen from 93,000 to 98,- 
000. Tho number of offenses against 
morality steadily, rises in accordance 
with fhe experlenco of former yeafs. 
This w ; ns notably the case with. rape 
and 'crimes committed against chil- 
dren. These have risen from 4,700 to 
5,152 and from 3,794 .to 4,115 respec- 
tively. Juvenile offenders are on the 
Increase, proving that the demoraliza- 
tion of youth continues. .

that ho wns opposed to the measure. 

There wns n lively debate In. the Sen- 
ate on Wednesday orcr Senntor Qiiny'« 
resolution declaring It to^ be tho sense 
of the Sennto that there should ha a voto 
on the statehood bill before tlio adjourn- 
ment of Congress. . To this proposition 
Senntor. McComnit reofferod Senntor 
Piatt's, closure resolution Introduced two 
years ngo, - and a motion- was mado to 
refer the whole proposition to the Com- 
mittee on Rules. This was pending when 
the Senate' went Into executive session. 
The discussion .of the. subject brought out 
the fact that the Senate was strongly 
opposed to cloture In nny form.

The proceedings on the 
conference report wero enlivened by a 
sharp personal clash between Mr. Hull, 
of Iowa, and Mr. SInydcn, of Texas. 
The remainder of the day was devoted 
to the nnval bill. 

The Sennto met'nt 11 o'clock Thurs- 
day, but spent, only an hour and twenty 
minutes In open session. Thin time was 
devoted to routine .business and passing 
bills of no great general Importance.

John Alibnry, Once Prominent In Illi- 
nois, Dies on Poor Farm, 
John Alsbury, once a prominent man 
tn central Illinois politics, died 'at the 
poor farm near Buffalo recently. Ho was 
burled tha following day and only two 
m<Ma|n«s were present at the simple 
funeral service, These were his son 
Charles and bis daughter Sarah. An- 
other eon resides at Des Moines,, Iowa. 
Because of the circumstances attending 
hls-doatb. It was kept a secret and the 
fact did' not become known'tintil tho oth- 
er any. Alsbury was oao of tho pioneers 
of Illinois and .came to Sangamon County 
In 1830 with hla father, Rev. Charles 
Alsbury, a primitive Baptist missionary. 
Ho waa ordained into the. ministry him- 
self a. few yennt later." Ho was U man 
of remarkable physique nnd powerful 
volco, and in 'tho' early days his fams 
as an exhortcr was widespread. He was 
a Democrat and' his -oratorical powers 
made him something of a leader In those 
days. In 1842 ho was an unsuccessful 
candidate far tho Legislature- against 
Abraham Lincoln .nnd their campaign 
Is ono of tho memorable Incidents in the 
early political' history of tho State.

"Smallpox is more, widely spread over 
the United States now than ever before 
and tho dircaso Is of tho deadliest type 
over known. Conservative catlinutea, 
based upon* reports' received from the 
forty-five. States, show that at least DOi- 
000. persons, in this country nro afflicted 
with the malady. In eonto instances the 
death rate is ns high, as 05 per cent. The 
epidemic Is Indeed alarming, as, with a 
continuation of cold wcattior, the dtiwast 
will, thrive and renin in unchecked In its 
death-dealing." This Is a statement 
made- by Dr. Hemon Spalding, chief 
medical Inspector Chicago health depart- 
ment. 

. ' Chicago alone hns had eighty-two 
cases' of smn Up ox brought to the notice 
of ,lho health department nlrcady this 
year. Twelve of thoso cases have re-' 
suited in death. Last year there were 
BBS cases In tho. city, but they wero of 
tho mildest tj'pe, only four persons dy- 
ing^ Froni Jan. 1 to Feb. 10 lost year 
there were only twenty.-four cases In the 
Isolation hospital/ To-day -there aro 
fifty-one. "^ 

"The con tt try Is full of smallpox. And 
of all th fe cnr.es that have como.uader the 
notice: of health officers In the various 
States nearly every person having tho 
disease never was vaccinated. Not one 
of th o 727 cases of smallpox discovered 
In i a Chicago within- the last four years 
showed inn rks of vaccination, as defined 
In;, our pamphlet, ''Vaccination Crecdi' 
which we Issued to Impart Information 
concerning tbo disease to doctors and the 
publlc'Iu general. Of thoso 727 persons, 
002-nBver bad been vacclflnted at all, 
though most of them claimed they had. 
This aversion to vaccination is a fatal 
absurdity. ■ Of the remaining OS cases 
f>0 had old, irregular and doubtful scan, 
said to have been the result of vaccina- 
tion, 

"Vaccination should -be repeated nntll 
tho susceptibility to vaccine is exhaust- 
ed. When this is' done it Is impossible 
to 'contract Binnllpos. This is tha pro- 
tection given tho employes of tho health 
department who handle and nurso small- 
por patients, and bury the dead from 
the disease, and In no instance, among 
tho hundreds bo employed, has any one 
of these employes ever contracted small- 
pox." 

Reports show that thcro' Is hardly a 
town big enough to appear on the map 
that' has no smallpox cases. In Son 
Francisco to-day the ro are sixty cases. 
Other cities of California hnvo nil the 
way from two to ten. nnd soma of them 
twenty. Denver has thlrty-rsevcn, whlla 
nearly, every town In Colorado has its 
smallpox case. Bonis. reports soy that 
the disease is more prevalent In Indiana 
and Minnesota, but Dr, Spalding says 
this Is. not the fnct. For instance, In- 
diana Is given' 8,000 cases and Minnesota 
twles "tbnfnumbcr, 

;.: '^Ehe natural Inference that the tpl- 
demle centers In" these two -States is 
erroneous," cold Dr, Spalding, "for this 
reason: Those two States merely; have a 
more thorough system of getting' reports 
from the" town and city health o,fucers, 
henca their statistics are mors complete, 
Illinois Lb "credited only with 17-1 cases, 
Now, anyone familiar with the present 
smallpox epidemic knowa those figures 
are Incomplete. Iowa Is given only about 
100 cases of smallpox by the reports at 
hand." '/_^

The trolley car could not be stopped, al- 
though tho motor-mini appeared to make 
frantic cHorta to do so, There wero 
about twelve children on tho front plat- 
form grouped around tho motorman, It 
Is not known wh ether they hampered his' 
movements. Tha Ireitt part of tho trolley 
car was picked up three blocks down tha 
road between tho two tracks.

At first, elanco" Illinois appears to bava 
fallen far behind 1800 in the matter of 
poultry production, but the footnote ex- 
plains the reason for the apparent de- 
crenso. Tha production of eggs in 3 SOD, 
which was about 25,000,000 dozen great- 
er thnn In 3880, Is suDlcient evidence that 
this Industry has made great strides la 
Illinois during .the last census decade. In 
the matter of ponltry on farms Illinois 
rnnka second among the Stntes for chick- 
cos, second for turkeys, sixth for kccho 
nnd second for ducks, The vnluo of all 
poultry on farms of Illinois wns"estlmnt- 
cd at £0,415,033.- Tho poultry and ogK 
product was more than three times 
greater than this, however, the value be- 
ing 520,250,000—511,807,590 for poultry 
and $8,042,401 far eggs. 

Tho vnluc of nil fnrm products of ani- 
mal origin In Illinois was 5130,810,005, 
and poultry and eggs formed 15.5 per 
cant of this sum, or $20,250,000, as stat-

Speaker 
Miller snys he does not think the pas- 
snge of the repeal bill will affect the 
health regulations of Chicago or other 
cities In the State.

If the bill endangers Chi- ■' 
eogo health laws, the Speaker snys, he 
will have it amended to avoid that con- 
tingency.
